appointment. We, however, hai 
made up our minds not to give up 
ilie work oi be discouraged We 
had faith in Cod ami faith iu our- 
selves, and pressed toward in our 

efforts with renewed energy amide 
termination. Dr. GHletl would have 
a very different opinion if he were 
alive to day and could see our com- 
modious and well appointed build 
logs, our efficient organization with 
19 teachers and 826 pupils, our 
Primary building, our Industrial 
schools foi the L'irlsand for the bovs 
and comfortable hospital, the whole 
Constituting one of the best appoint- 
ed institutions and doing as 
work as any other school of its kind 
iu ihe country.
